Student health insurance numbers may be low 


ASI director estimates 
more than 500 
students will enroll 
in the program this 
year.

The number of students at Cal State 
Long Beach who enroll in a health 
insurance plan through Associated 


Students Inc. is only a fractign of the 
amount who qualify, according to 
Martiz Ware, administrative director 
for ASI. 

Ware said any domestic student at- 
tending CSULB is qualified for the 
school health insurance. 

She estimated that more than 500 
students will enroll this year. Most 
of the students who have expressed 


_interest in the health insurance are 


freshmen, sophomores and post-grad- 
uate students. 

Ware thinks that more students 
don’t go through ASI for health insur- 
ance because they are already covered 
under their parents’ plan. 


CSUN ‘gunman’ turns 
himself in to police

A snapshot taken by a student al- 
lowed officials to identify and locate 
the man accused of making threats and 


shutting down Cal State Northridge’s . 


Oviatt Library Tuesday morning. 
Gahren Moradian, a philosophy 
student, turned himself in last night 
around 8 p.m. Moradian was charged 
with making criminal threats and is 


being held at the L.A. County Central 
Jail. 

According to the latest press release 
from CSUN, Moradian indicated that 
he had a gun and made comments that 
he was planning to use it yesterday at 


around 10 a.m. Someone in the library - 


overheard his comments and reported 
him to the police. 

The library was then evacuated and 
law enforcement officials conducted 
a thorough search for the suspect and 
the weapon, but neither was found. 
The campus remained open during 
the search; meanwhile, the library was 


closed down. The CSUN library re- : 


opened this morning. 
The Daily Sundial, CSUN’s school 
newspaper, reported that someone 
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“They may not look to see if there’s 
a better bargain if the [students] are 
already on their parents’ plan,’ Ware 
said.

California Faculty Association Pres- 
ident Lillian Taiz urged Cal State Uni- 
versity faculty Wednesday to authorize 
the union’s board of directors to call a 
one-day strike, if negotiations between 
the CFA and CSU continue to falter. 

The CFA president also asked fac- 
ulty to join union members at Cal State 
East Bay and Cal State Dominguez 
Hills for “concerted action” on Nov. 
17 and for “informational picketing” 
at their respective campuses on either 
Nov. 8 or 9. 

Depending on what union members 
want, “concerted action” could be any- 
thing from additional “informational 
picketing” to “a strike that could shut 
down campuses,” said Brian Ferguson, 
a CFA spokesman. 

The CFA has never called‘a strike 
but it has “come close,” according to 
the CFA spokesman. : 

Taiz addressed CSU faculty mem- 
bers across the 23-campus system via 
webcast at a CFA “e-summit.” 

The Cal State Long Beach CFA 
streamed the president’s address at the 
Karl Anatol Center but Daily 49er re- 
porters were not allowed access. 

“These points list the escalating ac- 


tions that experience tells us we must 


take if we want to win for our pro- 
fession, our students and our state,” 
Taiz said, urging union members to 
support picketing and striking ef- 
forts, according to a transcript of the

A study reports 54 
percent of CSULB 
students graduate 
within six years.

A report released :on Tuesday 
shows that students are taking longer 
to graduate from four-year colleges; 
however, students are still eager to 
get out as soon as possible. 

Fifty-two percent of full-time 
students and 32 percent of part-time 
students complete their bachelor’s 


degree within six years, according to 
completecollege.org. 

“T heard from some people it takes 
five years at least to get a communi- 
cation degree here,” said Nick Hol- 
land, junior communications major at 
Cal State Long Beach. 

Full-time students take 4.7 years to 
earn their bachelor’s, and part-time 
students take 5.6 years, according to 
completecollege.org. ; 

Some students said juggling work 
makes it difficult for them to find 
classes that accommodate their busy 
schedules. 

“I don’t like to take morning 
classes because I work late at night,” 
Holland said. “Ideal classes would be 
late morning or noon-ish.”

A small audience of ‘students and 
professors gathered in the University 
Student Union Alamitos Bay Room on 
Wednesday for a lecture from Arcadia 
University professor Roland Adjovi, 
who spoke on the legitimacy of the 
United Nations’ intervention in Libya 
and possible motives of the nations in- 
volved. : 

“Tt is important to hear a different 
voice than the one everyone is hearing,” 
said Adjovi, who is also the academic 
director of the Nyrene Center for Peace 
Research. 

As part of the Africana Studies de- 
partment’s annual forum on critical 
issues concerning Africa, Adjovi pre- 
sented “Engaging Libya: International 
Legitimacy and National Interests,” an 


exchange based on 
his opinion ‘of for- 
eign involvement 
in Libya and the 
continuing  strug- 
gles the nation 
faces. 

The Libyan re- 
bellion, which has 
seen the almost 
complete down- 
fall of Moammar 
Gadhafi’s near-50 
year regime , be- 
gan in February, 
after police forces 
shot peaceful pro- 
testers. The U.N. 
initially became 
involved in March 
when they autho- 
rized a NATO-im- 
plemented no-fly- 
zone over Libya. 

Adjovi claimed 
that the military involvement was ille- 
gal. He cited Article 39 of Chapter 7 of 
Resolution 1973, which stated, béfore 
the U.N. could take action, there must 
be a “threat to the peace, breach of the 


Long Beach improves water quality 


The city’s beaches 
earned an ‘A’ grade in 
a Heal the Bay report.

Water quality in Long Beach has 
improved dramatically since the sum- 
mer, earning the city its best scores 
since 1990, according to a recent re- 
port by Heal the Bay. 

The city’s beach water quality was 
examined and given a grade of ‘D’ by 
the environmental group in an annual 
report released May 25, but the orga- 
nization’s recently released “Beach 
Bummer” report rated many beaches 
in Long Beach with grades of ‘A’ 

Beaches on 10th Place, Belmont 
Pier, and Prospect Avenue and Grana- 
da Avenue earned an ‘A+,’ 

The only beach to receive lower 
_ than an ‘A’ grade was North End at 

~ Mother’s Beach, which received a ‘B’ 

Heal the Bay, a nonprofit organiza- 

tion, took weekly samples of the water

to examine if it contained bacteria, fe- 
cal matter or general pollution. 

Matt King, a spokesman for Heal 
the Bay, said that, because of Long 
Beach’s major efforts, its beaches’ wa- 
ter quality has vastly improved. 

According to the City of Long 
Beach’s website, the city’s water qual- 
ity program measures seven miles of 
public beach. The health department’s 
water quality program monitors the 
bacterial levels in the oceans, bays and

peace or act of aggression.” None of 
which, he said, occurred during the ini- 


tial stage of the Libyan uprising. 


Adjovi said the U.N. is prohibited 
from using military force in interna- 
tional relations except for self-defense.

A major sticking point addressed 
by the CFA president was faculty pay 
raises. 

The current CFA contract, ratified in 
June 2006 and extended past its June 
2010 expiration, includes pay raises but 
stipulates renegotiation of these raises 
based on economic conditions. 

The CSU utilized this renegotiation 
clause to block faculty pay raises for the 
2008-09 and 2009-10 academic years, 
citing crippling cuts in state support. 

Although the CSU has faced more 
than $1 billion in cuts since 2008, two 
neutral fact-finders have ruled in favor 
of the CFA, asking the CSU to partially 
reinstate the faculty pay raises.

“The NTC is built on the appearance 
of domestic leadership they don’t have,” 
Adjovi said. 

He said they formed suddenly and 
did not represent the will of the rebel 
forces. Adjovi then presented what he 
believed to be other motives for foreign 
intervention in Libya: Water and oil. 

Adjovi suggested that the main rea- 
son for U.N. intervention was to steady 
access to Libyan oil and the vast re- 
serve of fresh-water within its borders. 
He pointed to similarly violent upris- 
ings in Yemen and Bahrain that saw no 
military involvement — nations that, 


according to Adjovi, have no resources ° 


that Western nations value. 

He also noted an African bank that 
Gadhafi was looking to form that 
would end the International Monetary 
Fund’s financial hold on Africa, though 
he didn’t draw a direct correlation be- 
tween it and U.N. involvement. 

“The political leadership is, unfor- 
tunately, unable to help Africans move 
forward,” he said. “I believe in the peo- 
-ple of Africa taking the future in their 
hands.” 
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One ruled in favor of the 2008-09 
increases and another in favor of the 
2009-10 increases. 

“During a year in which the CSU is 
grappling with a $650 million mid-year 
cut, the CSU’s priorities must remain 
resolutely focused on serving as many 
students as possible while retaining 
as many jobs. as possible,” wrote Bill 
Candela, a CSU collective bargaining 
director, in a dissent to the second fact- 
finder’s report. 

In her Wednesday address, the CFA 
president blamed much of the nego-

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CSULB dorm residents to ‘Do it in the Dark’ with Fullerton 


The campus dorms 
will compete for title 
of most eco-friendly.

Cal State Long Beach housing resi- 
dents will conserve water and energy 
usage in hopes of earning a foosball 
table and trophy when they face off 
against Cal State Fullerton students 
during the second annual month-long 
competition “Energy Savers do it in ee 
Dark,” starting Saturday. 

Last year, the competition saved 
CSULB housing a total of $4,000, ac- 
cording to CSULB Green Campus 
Program Project Coordinator Kaylee 
Deatherly. 

‘Before the competition began, a 
baseline was established for each of the 


buildings to keep the competition fair. 
Then, the savings were calculated as a 
percentage to determine who saved the 
most, and the winning building was se- 
lected. : 
This year, the overall winner will be 
selected by comparing CSULB resi- 
dents’ savings with CSUF’s on-campus 


residents’ savings. The campus saving - 


the most water and energy will win the 
grand prize — a foosball table and tro- 
phy, according to the Green Campus 
Program’s website. 

There will also be weekly compe- 
titions between the CSULB housing 
buildings. Prizes for the winning build- 
ing include ice cream and pizza. 

Deatherly said the concept for this 
year’s competition, sponsored by the 
Alliance to Save Energy Green Cam- 
pus Program, started as a joke between 
CSULB and CSUF Green Campus in- 
terns. 

The interns then thought the project 
would make for a friendly rivalry and 
boost morale for students, as well as be 
a good collaboration between the two 


campuses. 

The change was also inspired by 
a student survey given by the Green 
Campus Program. The results revealed 
some misconceptions and ways to im- 
prove the program. 

“A lot of the feedback from students 
was that the RLC had an unfair advan- 
tage because it was a newer builder, 
even though it didn’t,’ Green Campus 


intern and team manager Allie Bussjae- 


gar said. “But seeing as that’s how 
students interpreted it, we wanted to 
change it for this year and not have the 
students competing against each other.” 

Former RLC resident Felicia Kaui 
Castillo agreed that competition be- 
tween the dorms got a bit heated. 

“J don’t think that it was so much the 
rewards as it was about the competi- 
tion,’ Castillo said. “The dorms. get 
pretty competitive. They were always 
trying to one-up each other and saying, 
“Okay, now who’s winning?” 

Although she said “Do it in the 
Dark” was a good idea to teach students 


about conservation and how to be less_ 


wasteful, Castillo had her reservations. 
She said she made some attempts to 
save water and energy during last year’s 
competition, but didn’t see a point of 
participating for the sake of putting 
more money in the university’s pocket. 

“They’re charging us more than a 
$1,000 a month to stay in that little 
space,” she said. “I think that they can 
afford the utilities.” 

The goal of the competition is not 
only about saving money, but to teach 
students about conservation and sus- 
tainability in a fun way, Deatherly said. 

Alexa Augustin, a junior vocal per- 
formance major living at Residence 
Commons, participated in last year’s 
event — not to win pizza or ice cream, 
but to become more environmentally- 
friendly by developing better habits. 

“T started to unplug a lot of my ap- 
pliances,” Augustin said. “I notice 
now that every time that I don’t use a 
straightener or I don’t use the blow 
dryer, but I still keep it plugged in, that 
it will totally use up a lot of energy. So 
the small things like that can take away 


so much energy.” 

She made efforts to save water con- 
sumption too by turning off the sink 
while brushing her teeth*and taking 
shorter showers. 

She said the habits stuck long af- 
ter the competition ended. According 
to Augustin, she has maintained the 
changes and they are now part of her 
daily routine. 

“T actually did [continue the changes] 
and was really surprised about it,” Au- 
gustin said. 

The Green Campus Program’s over- 
all goal is to have students change their 
lifestyle habits and increase energy and 
water savings from last year by double 
the amount, Bussjaegar said. 

The Alliance to Save Energy’s Green 
Campus program at CSULB is a non- 
profit organization and is sponsored . 
by Southern California Edison, Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co., and Sempra En- 
ergy. 

“Last year went really well,” Death- 
erly said. “We hope it stays to be an an- 
nual thing.” 
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According to the report, 54 percent 
of CSULB students graduate within 
six years. ' 

Even with the bleak job market, 
students still want to finish as soon as 
possible. 

“J do want to finish in four years,” 
Holland said. 

He went on to say he’s not worried 
about job competition in the economy 
right now. 

Sydney Thren, sophomore English 
major at CSULB, said she wants to 
complete her education in four years. 

“J think I’m very determined and, 
if four years is what I want to do it in, 
I'll get it done in four years,” Thren 
said. 

Thren has plans of becoming a 
teacher, and, although she hears that 
profession is highly competitive in - 
this economy, she remains hopeful. 

Referring to the advice her moth- 
er gave her, Thren said, “When the 
economy goes down, it eventually 
goes back up.” 

Although it has been taking lon- 
ger for students to graduate, Monica’

Gonzalez is an exception to this rule. 
Gonzalez, a senior sociology major, 
will be graduating in spring 2012 
even though she commutes from an 
hour away. 

Seventy-five percent of ‘students 
are college commuters who deal with 
juggling family life, jobs and school, 
according to the report. 

“Tt hasn’t been [too] hard, I’ve been 
able to get the classes I need,” Gonza- 
lez said. “I don’t work, [but] I do com- 
mute from the San Fernando Valley 
— it’s about-an hour away.” 

However, she said she understands 
it hasn’t been as easy for other stu- 
dents. 

“T have.a friend and she’s having a 
hard time because she works,” Gon- 
zalez said. “She comes in the morning 
[for school], works, then comes back 
again [to school] at night.” 

“Part-time students rarely gradu- 
ate — even when they have twice as 
completecollege.org re-. 
ported. 

Gonzalez said her friend will not be 
graduating in the spring with her. 

Still, Gonzalez, like Holland and 
Thren, said she is not afraid of the © 
competitive job market that awaits 
students after graduating college.

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It’s easy to be sucked into the issues of today, 
whether they are world, U.S., or local ones. In turn, 
it’s easy to forget about what exists beyond our own 
world: the expanse of space. 

The National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion — more-widely known 
as NASA — is still very 
much active... Or at least 
they’re trying to be. How- 
ever, their lack of funds is 
stalling the beneficial projects they could potentially 
be pursuing. 

At a conference, taking place today NASA will 
be revealing new discoveries regarding near-Earth 
asteroids. 3 

“From January 2010 to February 2011, [the Wide- 
field Infrared Survey Explorer (WISE) spacecraft] 
hunted for asteroids and comets in a mission called 
NEO-WISE (with the NEO standing for “Near-Earth 
Object”),” reports Mike Wall of Space.com. “The 
observatory found more than 33,000 new space 
rocks in the main belt between Mars and Jupiter.” 

The Obama Administration did send some recog- 
nition to NASA in 2010, urging NASA to send as- 
tronauts to a space rock by 2025. If this can be done, 
the goal to send astronauts to Mars by the mid-2030 
will be more at reach. 

In other words, NASA does have a project they 
will be executing rather sooner than their Mars expe- 
dition. In 2016, NASA will launch a mission called 
Osiris-Rex, in which an asteroid sample-return will 
be collected. 

Osiris Rex will obtain samples of a potentially 
dangerous asteroid called 1999 RQ36, and return 
them to earth by 2023. 

“Since 1999 RQ36 is packed full of carbon-based 
compounds — the building blocks of life as we 
know it — the mission could shed light on how life 
originated on Earth,” Wall writes. “It could also help 
scientists better understand how to prevent or miti- 
gate asteroid impacts, researchers have said.” 

Then there’s Kepler, which is now nearing the end 
of its 3.5-year lifespan.

“Kepler watches a field of 145,000 stars looking for tiny varia- 
tions in their brightness, which could indicate that an-extra-solar 
planet has passed between the telescope and the star,” Alex Mad- 
rigal of The Atlantic wrote. “After Kepler makes the initial spot, 
other telescopes can be pressed into service and astronomers can

Whether we find out how the first life form originat- 
ed, how to prevent an asteroid impact, or whether or not there are 
Earths like ours elsewhere in the universe, it would shed light on
